In January, | e-mailed you some information about my efforts to locate some of the
features in the Horseshoe Bend area using a Trimble GeoExplorer 3 (GPS) datalogger.
| recently returned to the area to record the location of one of the two roadways
apparently constructed across public lands, apparently used to access the now inactive
Yerian mine in T.7S., R.21E. Section 2. The purple lines on the enclosed figure shows
the roadways | believe were constructed to provide access to the Yerian mine. They are
about 1,350 feet in length.

Our office has no record of an authorization for the construction of these roadways. We
would appreciate the Division making the reclamation of these two road segments an
additional requirement of the operator of record to small mine permit S/047/034.
